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In June, 1867, wliilo (tcmkmhI 
Custer, with hiM comniand, was ul 
the forks of tho Republican rivor, 
in western Kiinsas, and the Indian 
war liad fairly beyuu, I was doiny; 
duty with H(»voral othc^rs as a scout. 
On the niorninjr of tho J 0th a younj; 
man named Iloliinso" ivached the 
camp and reported that he with 
three others iiad been huntint; to 
the west of us and hud been 
stampeded by tlie Sioux TridiHiis. 
One had l)een killed, as he l)elieveil, 
while \\w others had mad<> a (bish 
for it and scattered, edch takinjj; 
his own course. Uobinson had 
t)lundered upon our ctinip after 
riding; all ni^ht. 

Ouster was at this time hopeful 
of making peace with the redskins, 
and the camp at tlu> forks would l)e 
permanent for at least a forlninbt. 
It was with this understanilinn of 
the situation that I set out with 
Robinson, after he iuul had an all 
day's rest, to hunt up his stanipi'd- 
ed oom|)anions and brinj; them in. 
We left camp just after dark, both 
of us heavily armed, and rode 
straight to the west. As I had 
never seen liobinson iindor (ire T 
was inor« anxious than if one of my 
fellow scouts had been with me, 
but in the course of a couple of 
hours I made up my mind that he 
had plenty of nerv(* aiid could be 
depended on. As near as he could 
jud^e his party was ;!0 miles west 
of th(» forks when stampeded. At. 
midnight, after an easy cantor of 
five hours, we halted, dismounted 
and went into camp for the re- 
mainder of the night, bolievin^r we 
were close upon the s|)otr where tho 
liunters were attacked. Moth of us 
slept from that houi until just be- 
fore sunrise. 

We ha<l a coltl bite for break fdst 
and had scarcely mounted our horses 
when we caught sight of the carcass 
of a horse lying on the plains abi>ut 
a quarter of a mile away. As soon 
as we reached it Robinson identitied 
the animal as having l)oen tho one 
he saw fall as tho «lami)ede bognn. 
His rider was a man named Mc- 
Ilenry, who had previously been 
employed as a civilian at Fort Lam- 
ed. The buzzards and wolves had 
been at the carcass, but we made 
out that the hoise had recH'ivcd 
three bullets and dropped in his 
tracks. Saddle, bridle and all other 
portable property had l)ooii removed. 
Robinson estimated that the attack- 
ing pjirty numbered 60. After half 
an houi's neanfh I put the number 
at 20. He believed that all who 
dashed Hway wen^ puisued. I 
found that none of them had been 
followed over half a mile. 

Had McHenry been killed or seri 
ously wounrled by the volley wliicli 
killed his horse his body would hiive 
been found lying bemde the car- 
cass. As it was not I reasoned that 
ho had been captured unhurt and 
taken away a prisoner. The trail 
of the Indians l»d to the north, as 
if making for the south fork of the 
Platte river, and we followed it at 
a cautious pa<'e. At tho end of five 
miles we came to a spot wen« the 
band had (Mu^ainped for the night. 
It was on the banks of « siiiall cn>ek, 
In a scattered grove, and the first 
thing we saw was the dead body of 
McHenry. Tho Sioux had <leclared 
their anxiety for peace and were 
professing the greatest friendship 
for the soldiers. Indeed, Pawnee 
Killer had visited Cuslor to shake 
liands and signed a declaration of 
peace. While tho old hypocrite 
WAS declaring and protesting his 
whole tribe was making ready foi 
war and indulging in alio<!ities. 
While the chief was " how-liowing" 
in (Ulster's camp and ileclaring his 
love for the white man, one of bands 
only 30 miles away was subjecting 
a hunter to the most agonizing tor- 
tures. They cut out his tongue, 
blew powder into his body, cut o(T 
toes, broke all his lingers, pri('ke<l 
him with knives and finally (wided 
l)y scalping him. He must have 
suffered many hours before death 
finally came as a glad relief. The 
body was not yet cold when we found 
it, and there were evi<li'n(M^s thul 
the Indians had not been gone more 
than an hour. 

Of the two who stampoded and 
got clear, one went to the uoi theast 
and the other to the northwest 
Robinson had held due north and 
thus reacheil our oamp, although 
he was not aware of Its location. 



We took up the trail of the one 
going to th<^ northeast, believing 
that 1m was in the grentest danger. 
He went at a wild pace for at least 
ten miles, never seeming to have 
looked Imck and discovered thai 
pursuit had been (abandoned or 
to have luriied to the rii^ht or the 
hift to throw the redskins ofT his 
route after darkness came. It took 
us three hours to cover the distance 
he rode in one, as we expecflcMl to 
see Indians at any moment. About 
twelve mil(>s from the spot where 
we found McIIcnry's hors(> we ca Tie 
upon tliiit of Jackson, whom we 
were following to the northeast. 
1'he wild ride had exhausted the 
anim/il and as he fell down Jackson 
had aband(uied him and pushed 
alonif on foot. The animal was on 
his feet and grazing as we found 
him, but so lame that he <-ould 
scarcely move. We removed the 
saddle and lilankets and found 
.lackson's revolvers in the holsters. 
From this point we had no trail to 
guide UN, and the ground was badly 
<Mit up with ridges and washouts. 
We rode forward <luring the rest 
of the tlay, hoping to overlake the 
man and negloi^ting no precautions 
to insure oni own safety. Just at 
sundown we followed a dry gully up 
a long ridge and debouched from it, 
seeing a sight whi(!h for the moment 
appeared to bean of)tical delusion. 
There were Indians on our right, on 
our left, in front, and I turii<>d in 
ray saddle to sec other Indians clos- 
ing in behind \w. As we halted and 
looked aiound us many of the red- 
skins expresseil their humor by 
grunts. They had probably been 
riding to the right and left of us 
ff>r hours and had finally formed 
this cul-de sac for ua to ride into. 
It was taking a great deal of (),'iins 
for notliing, but tho Indians somu- 
tinies exhibit a queer vein of hu- 
mor. They were not diaappointed 
in thinking we would be surprised. 
II was fully two minutes liefore a 
chief rode forward and said 
"How-how" and extended his hand 
to me, and as he did so the whole 
body closed in. I am so unfor- 
tunate as to be marked on the left 
temple with tliat l)irthinark known 
as a wine stain, the spot being as 
largo as a silver dollar. Mj' hat 
was well up, and my hair back as 
the chief ro<b' up, and the instant 
he notice lh(>mark ho let go my 
hand and said something to those 
crowding up. Pretty soon he push- 
ed in and toudied my face, perhaps 
thinking the mark to bo awountl or 
sore. Others did the same, and 
when they found that it was a pait 
of the skin they expressed much 
wounder and reverence. 

While I had served as a soout 
only a few months I knew consider- 
aide of the Indian character and was 
not long ill realizing that I had made 
a hit. While no violence wasolTer- 
ed us we were <lisarmed and our 
horses were led behind the ponies of 
the Indians as we moved off to the 
east. We traveled until al)out mid- 
night before hailing, and then 
reached an Indian village on Soldier 
creek. As we descended from our 
horse" Robinson was led off by Iw-o 
war/^ors while I was conducted to 
the wigwam of Red Trail, a sulichief 
in command tiuring Pawnee Iviller's 
absence. I had been busy planning 
during Ihe ride and had made up my 
mind to pretend to be without the 
sense of speech I found o|)portunity 
to whisp(>t to Uobinson to pursue the 
same policy, but unfortunately he 
had not the nerve to carry out the 
idea. Tho fact of his being captur- 
ed broke him all up. The reco - 
lection of what McHenry must have 
sutTered unstrung his nerves, and I 
heard him liegging and entreating 
as he was carried away. 

Reil I'rail closely examined the 
mark on my face and was as much 
mystified as the others. T still had 
a power in reserve. Having served 
Ihrough the war in the navy it was 
but natural that I should carry a 
sailor's passport. On my left arm 
was a tatoo r(>|>rn><(»uling an anchor. 
This was seen as two warriors strip- 
ped my l)uekskin shirt ofT to U)ok 
for further marks. Not an Indian 
In thai camp had evers(wn anything 
like the mark, and when the ex- 
amination was (Kimpleted I loll sure 
that I was looked uj>on with iHve 
an<i mystery, if not veneration. I 
was conduct«'d to a topee and 
motioned to turn in and iuid every 
reason to congratulate myself on I he 
plan I had pursued. I had made 
signs that I could not talk, and the 



information had been accepted. 
Next morning Pawnee Killer ar- 
rived in the village. His had agreed 
to surrender his tribe and go on 
a reservation, but it was bold faced 
lyi'ig on his part. His very first 
move was to cn-iler the village to 
pack up and n>ove back about 20 
miles. This consumed the entire 
day. As wo wore ready to start I 
received my horse to ride, and my 
hands and legs were left entirely 
free. I saw Robinson brought out, 
and ho was loaded down ^with 
ketth's and led by a rope. At no 
lime during the day was h« near 
enough to exchange a word, but on 
several occasions I saw him kiokMl 
and i>eaten by the squaws and 
boys. 

It was o'clock in the evening 
before I was taken into the pre.sence 
of Pawnee Killer. He seemed to 
have accepted the belief of the 
other.s, and in less than a quarter 
of an hour waved me out of his 
wigwam. I may state here what 1 
learned two or thiee years after, 
il was the belief of the Indians 
that I ha<i been struck by liuhtning 
as I slept and that the fluid had 
left the two marks to prove that I 
lost my speech at the same time 
and was therefore an object of 
veneration. I was in nowise ham- 
pered or restricted, but I found 
shelter as soon as possil)Io and was 
soon asleep. I wanted to do some- 
thing for poor Robinson, but jnsl 
how to do it I could not fignre. 
The treatment acconlecf him during 
the daj' did not augur well for the 
future. 

When morning came again, I had 
a hearty Itreakfasi, and then two 
old men, armed with only bows and 
arrows, took me down tlu^ creek 
alM)nl a mile and then sat down on 
the grass. It was an hour or two 
before I could make out the signifl- 
ancc of the move, and then I heard 
sounds from the direction of the 
camp which satisfied me that 
Rol)inson was put to the torture 
One of ray guards soon left for the 
village, and an hour later the other 
suddenly rose and without a word 
walked quickly away in the same 
direction. Fnatde to make up my 
mind what to do, I remained where 
I was during the entire day. In 
later years I learned from one of the 
warriors of the fate of Robinson. 
His tortures lasted nine lone houis 
before he was dispatched. 

I had a much ciossr call than I 
knew. 'I'he two old men who took 
me out doubted that I was what the 
others took me for. They had some 
armws made on purpose to kill 
witches and keep oft l)ad spirits, 
and they were to take me off and 
see if these arrows would kill me. 
In going down the crtek one of 
ihein came near sf«p|)ing on a 
rattlesnake, and this was taksn as 
a siirn that they must not shoot. 
When thoy returned to the 
village and reported, it was hoped 
that I would go away, and therefore 
no one came near me. As night 
fell I started ofT to the west, ex- 
pecting every moment to be over- 
hauled, putting in a good 30 miles 
before daylight. I was picked up 
by a scouting pari v of '"ivalry just 
l)efoie uov>n. 

It was aliout thrt-M niDniiis after 
mj' escape bofore the Indians learn- 
ed that I was a government scout 
and that th(>y had l>i>eii duped. Red 
Trail and Pawnee Killer thsn offer- 
ed live ponies each to the warrior 
who shoulil bring in my scalp, and 
for the next year perhaps I was 
" wanted" more than any other man 
on the plains. It was a cm ions 
turn of afTairs that, while Red Trail 
had no less than five of his liest 
warriors out on an expedition after 
me, I crept info his camp one night 
and secured his own scalp lock, 
rifle and pony, and got away.

The deaf of the Los Angeles As- 
socistion held a beautiful memorial 
service on the Wth of September, 
in memory of our late President, in 
their lai'ite hall at the rear of St.

The address was 
made by Mr. Thonms Widd, the 
th" lay reader. Several appropriate 
hymns, including the favorite ones 
of the late President, were rendered 
in gr-aceful si^is by the choir, Mrs.

Dahl, greatly^ afTecting the large 
conaregation. Mr. Widd <lenounc- 
ed the terril>le crime of the assussin 
in strong terms, and eulogized the 
nobl« martyred President in his 
character as soldier*, statesmai?, 
huslmud, and Christian, declaring 
his belief that future historians 
would place the name of William 
McKinley at the head of our list of 
noble Presidents. Mrs. Mclvinley 
came in for a strong expression of 
sympathy and love in the address, 
and her tribute of praise of her late 
husband were quoted in her own 
words, as follows

it is niy pi ■■.isure to tay this, not 

because lie ij. 11 rmiient, but because he is 
my husband." 

"A man whose wife can thus 
speak of her husliand," remarked 
Mr. Widd, " must indeed be a very 
good man and a true Christian, and 
happy is the woman who has such 
a husbanil. ilcr heart is now buried 
with him in the cold, silent tomb, 
but it is not dead. In paradise the 
noble soul of William McKinli>y 
rests, waiting for his lonely widow 
to rejoin him, when they both will 
hear the voice of the Redeemer: 
' Blessed are the dead who die in 
the Lord.' We only know the late 
Presiaent in his olTlcial life, but 
the inner circle is known only to 
her who has been his invalid wife 
for a ipiarter of a century — a long 
time to try any good man's heroic 
patience. To-dav a nation stands 
at the bier of her mui-der-ed hus- 
band and President, while other 
nations, far and near, stretch out 
their hands in affectionate sym- 
pathy, mourning with us the loss of 
one whom .the people delighted to 
honor, one who lovi^d the people so 
well. Stricken down in a moment 
by the hand of a cruel a^ssassin, and 
yielding only after a detei-mined 
struggle for that life of which the 
hatred of a fiend would* rob him 
and us, we rememl)er him with 
rever-euce, as one who loved his 
fellowmen, Sti-ong in peace and in 
war; firm, yet gentle; hating in- 
iquity, but pitying the olTeiider; 
with charity to all and malice to 
none. H« has gone to his r-eward, 
beloved arjd honored by millions 
at home aVid abroad. William Mc- 
Kinley, the third martyred Presi- 
dent, represented in himself the 
IDEAL AMERICAN MANHOOD, 
and his name is indelibly written 
upon the hearts of tiis countrymen. 
While time may soothe our sorrov^', 
it will hut deepen and increase our 
admiration and respect He has 
fought a good fight, his course is 
finished, and his ears aie deaf to 
the wor-ds of love from the one 
whom he cherished so tenderly, the 
widow W'~io now sits solitary and 
alone, V)owed down with giief and 
sorrow.

page, Mr. Widd told how the early 
settlers of Illinois overcame the 
danger and tixxible caused by the 
great number of rattlesnakes tin the 
jirairies. How they li.tnded lojjeth- 
01, put on thick, hiith boots, leather 
gloves, pmttM'led their faces with 
wire masks, and armed themselves 
with flatls and other weapons, and 
rounded the rattlesnakes up to a 
large pile of bu,sh straw and dry 
grass. To this heap the snakes 
wer-e driven as tho circle of Hail 
armed men narrowed. Tho snakes, 
large and small, hissed defiance as 



they r-etieated to the cover prepared 
for them. When all were gatbei-ed 
in the mass was fii-ijd and the thou- 
sands of rattlesnakes hissed and 
writhtHi in the roaring flames, and 
were soon exterminaied. For days 
afterwards, when tho fire had burn 
ed itself out, the odor of roast snake 
could be detected, but the reptiles 
and their deadly poison were banish- 
ed almost entirely. The anarchists 
should be treated in the same way, 
for they are indeed moie to be fear- 
ed than a thousand of reptiles, 
which strike out only in self- 
defence, while the anarchists strike 
at the very existence of good go- 
vernment, law and order, and mur- 
der the best men without the least 
provocation.

DKAF-MUTK ARTIST. 

,\t an art exhibition in Elgin, 
Scotland, reeeutly, thirty-one pic- 
tures by three local artists, wer-e ex- 
hibited. One of the artists Mr. 
John Ma'cNaugliton, one of Mr. 
Widil's old pupils when tie was 
principal of the Mackay Institu- 
tution at Montr-eal, who exhibited 
twenty-one of his pictures, the work 
of himself, which were hitrhly prais- 
ed, and were quickly sold at good 
prices. The experience of Mr 
John WacNaughton in sMidyiiiLj art 
in Paris and London may be useful 
to deaf-mutes desiring to learn that 
profession. After a careful eduea 
tion at the Maokay Institution with 
special art les-sons, he went to pro- 
sectite his ar-t studies at the Slade 
University, London, where i^iere 
were over 300 hearing students from 
all pans of (he world. At the last 
competitive examination, which was 
.severe, he stootl socoikI for the first 
prize, a Persian nobleman oan-ving 
otT the honor ahead of him, the 
only deaf-mute in the college. He 
then went to Paris and met Douglas 
Tilden, and other American deaf 
ar-tiats. He finished his French art 
studies ami returned to Canada, 
where he put his knowledge and 
skill to the severest test to earn 
fortune and fame. He found that 
the FrentHi style ot art did not pay, 
and was not appreciated even in 
the French province of Quebec. 
The Crnadians did not want it. 
He then tried lioston, but with no 
better result. He then returned to 
Moutr-eal and devoted hinkself to 
Canadian art scenery, ami nrodtrc- 
ed a few winter s'-i^nes and life in 
(\inaila, and put the pictures in art 
dealer's shop windows. *'They 
.sold like hot cakes," he wrote to 
Ml. VV^idd, detailing his experien<K^ 
He made more and thoy also sold 
well, from $10 to *20. He now ilis- 
cover-ed his/b)-/<' and .sold about 450 
pictures and black and whii<^> illus- 
trations of Canadian history ami 
sconery. He had to go with his 
parents to Scotland, where he now 
resides. His work in helping the 
Oolf Club in Elgin by an ai-t ex- 
hibition i-ai.sed t'8,5t> (|i:'j,40()). His 
were nearly all Canadian 
- and were much admired, 
and he has received many inquiiies 
aliout his art work. 

Frnim the above Amerioau deaf 
embryo artists may learn a valu- 
able lesson. The.x should shun 
Paris and French art, and learn to 
produce good pictirres t)f hoiiif life 
and scenery, widch is ffir superior 
and abundant than in France. The 
experience of hundreds of young 
artiste who have gone to the ex- 
l»ense and labor of studying in 
Paris, only to result in loss and dis- 
appointment, has «one to confirm 
what Mr. MacNaughton says. 
There are plenty of studios in the 
United States as nood or better 
than can be found in Paris, and 
they should be encouraged to stay 
ai home and try their skill for for- 
tune and fame. Merit telis, a.td if 
lh(»v exert their utmost efforts in 
America they will do well.

The past week has seen the 
school getting into working order, 
and next week tho big wheel — 
likening the school unto such — will 
be working with little or no friction.

Baseball among the pupils seems 
to have lost caste for the season, 
and in its stead footl)all has given 
way. Practice in this latter game 
has been the rule during play hours. 
There are two well organized 
elevens, to say nothing of other 
teams amcmg the younger pupils. 
Two games with city teama were to 
have been played on the home 
grounds this morning, but the fore- 
noon game came ofT, rain interfered 
with the other, Resulting in a victory 
for the deaf C to 5. By the way 
the latter was more needed any way. 
The first eleven will this year be 
managed by Mr. August Beckert in 
place of Mr. Ohlemacher, who re- 
signed the po.sititui. Mr. B«ckert 
has already sent out numerous 
challenges for games. 

During tho late reunion a record 
was kept of the trades or occupa- 
tions of the members.
